\ resolution on the Middle East said the conflicts in this region menaced peace in the 
world and brought constant disasters to millions of innocent people in the area. The 
resolution condemned the Israeli authorities’ massacre in Palestinian refugee camps 

in Beirut last year. The Socialist International condemns all expansionist policies 

in this region and recognized the great importance of the Palestinian people's right 

to self-determination and the right to establish a country of their own, the resolution 
added. 


Another resolution criticised the U.S. for its intervention in tue affairs in Central 
America and expressed support to the struggle for democracy, social justice and human 
rights in this area. 


Over 700 delegates or observers from 70 socialist parties participated in the four-day 
meeting. Chinese Ambassador to Portugal Yang Oiliang attended on invitation. 


Mario Soares, general secretary of the Portugese Socialist Party, condemned Moscow for 
its invasion of Afghanistan and Vietnam's occupation of Kampuchea. 


Former West German Chancellor Willy Brandt was reelected president of the Socialist 
International and Rentti Vaananen of Finland ‘ts general secretary. The next congress 
is scheduled for 1985.

Opinions differed widely on the principles for international co-operation in the peace- 
ful uses of nuclear energy. 


China and the "Croup of 77" developing countries maintained that these principles should 
be worked out by the participants of the coming conference instead of either mechanically

‘ine the principles of the International Atomic Energy Agency (IAEA) or being 
ca 


predicated on the principles of the socalled "non-proliferation treaty.’ 
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On the other hand, the Soviet Union and the United States insisted tnat the 
developing countries just accept their arbitrary interpretation of the "non-prolifera- 


nuclear weapons. Owing to differences on rules of procedure, the conference scheduled 
for August 29 to September 9 in Geneva had to be postponed. 


The U.N. General Assembly at its 32nd session in 1977 passed a resolution on 

convening a U.N. conference for promotion of international cooperation in the peaceful 
uses of nuclear energy in response to the developing countries’ demand. The 
preparatory committee for the conference has held three sessions in Vienna since 

1981. The date and venue of its fifth session will be decided by the General 

Assembly at its 38th session.

However, no liability shall arise by virtue of this protocol since the contracts 
for the phases of the work shall alone establish the liability and responsibility of 
each party. 


[It is learned that the 960-kilometer-long pipeline, when built, will be China's first 
large slurry pipeline. The pipeline will be able to handle 15 million tons of coal 

a year in its first phase of construction, and its annual capacity for the second phase 
is designed at 30 million tons. It will play an important role in transporting coal 
from Shanxi Province and easing coal shortage in the industrial areas in east China.

[Text] During the presidential election campaign and when he had just assumed office, 
Reagan made promises to the American people with regard to an “economic recovery." In 
February 1981, in his "economic recovery plan," he stated that he would "reduce taxes 

to stimulate investment," that "America's economy will grow," that "the people will have 
more opportunities for employment" and that "the budget will gradually be balanced in 
1984," 


But the first 2 years of his administration proved that he could not live up to his 
promises. In those 2 years America's economy fell into the most serious crisis since 
World War II. Following the deterioration of the economic situation, the highest 
unemployment rate in 40 years emerged. Twelve million people lost their jobs and 6.5 
million people could work only part-time. In addition, business bankruptcy figures were 
the highest for 50 years and the government experienced the largest budget deficit in 
history. 


Economic problems were Reagan's most serious problem in the mid-November congressional 
election campaign, and Reagan did not dare to go about selling his ideas without thinking 
twice. 


A gradual recovery has emerged in America's economy this year. From a serious economic 
crisis to a gradual economic recovery, we can see the change in Reagan's ecor mic 
policies. Here I would like to make a brief analysis of Reagan's economic policies 
carried out over the last 2 years. 


Making His Son Marry Before Getting Married Himself 


When Reagan was campaigning for president, he pursued a "supply-side" economic policy. 
He regarded his policy of reducing taxes to stimulate investment as a panacea. He was 
unrealistically optimistic and belittled the role of his economic brain trust. 


The Council of Economic Advisers of the U.S. president is an important economic fore- 
casting organization directly formulating economic policies for the president. However, 
goon after Reagan assumed office, something went wrong with the Council of Economic 
Advisers. Some of his methods put the Council of Economic Advisers in a mess. 


Reagan appointed Donald Regan the government's main economic spokesman. Before the 


Council of Economic Advisers was formed, this man had talked much and made many speeches 
which were full of optimism. He did this to his own great satisfaction.

It was only after they had worked for several weeks that Reagan appointed Murray L. 
Weidenbaum chairman of the Council of Econemic Advisers. As soon as he assumed office, 


he discovered the gravity of the problems. He tried to halt the economic prediction 
which had been rashly made in the earlies. period and to eliminate unrealistic 
optimism. However, due to Reagan's method of getting his son married before getting 
married himself, Weidenbaum was unable to display his talents. He made various 
efforts in the government but would not change the situation due to the limits of his 
influence. In the end, he resigned. 


Martin Feldstein's Brain Trust Mounts the Stage 


The Sth economic crisis since World War II broke out in America less than 6 months after 
Reagan came to office. This economic crisis continued until the end of last year. In 
order to change the passive situation, last September Reagan appointed Martin Feldstein 
chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers and gave him certain powers in personnel 
management. 


Before selecting a candidate for chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers, Reagan 

had already decided on a number of its important members, which included David Stockman, 
OMB dir ctor. Before the Council of Economic Advisers was formed, this man independently 
drafted Reagan's economic plans. 


Feldstein is a famous economist as well as a supporter of the theory of the market 
economy. After he assumed office, he selected the most qualified, the youngest and the 
brightest economists for the Council of Economic Advisers. Their names are as follows: 


Lawrence Samos: 2/7 years old; doctor of philosophy of Harvard University. He is an 
outstanding economist and has extraordinary talents. Harvard University and the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology tried hard to confer the title of full professor 
on him. Samos was a research student personally trained by Feldstein. He is an expert 
in taxation, investment, unemployment problems and unemployment insurance. Although not 
an expert in economic forecasting, it is believed that he will make contribu- 
tions to the study of internal economic policies and economic predictions. 


Paul Klugman: 29 years old; doctor of philosophy of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He is an excellent international economist who is beginning to show his 
talents. He is quite familiar with financial problems. 


Daniel Felix: 29 years old; doctor of philosophy of Harvard University; also a student 
of Feldstein. When he was in his second year, Feldstein already appreciated his talents. 
Subsequently they worked together for 8 years. Felix is an expert in taxation problems. 
He is an assistant professor at Washington University, Seattle. 


Steven Macneice: 40 years old; doctor of philosophy of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology. He is a macroeconomist and an expert in economic predictions. He works 
in the Boston Federal Reserve Bank. 


Feldstein increased the number of members of the Council of Economic Advisers to 25. 

The most outstanding characteristic of this intelligence organization is that they pursue 
market economic policies. They maintain that "the government should not play such 

an extensive role in our society.” 


Since this brain trust was formed, they have been working meticulously. They are very 
careful about what they say, and they have played a certain role. 
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In a Chaotic Economic Situation and Under Severe Criticism 


Although Reagan is not reconciled to the setbacks in his theory and policies with 
regard to reducing taxes and stimulating investment, he has, to various extents, 
paid attention to the problem of the failure in the economic policies carried out 
over the last 2 years. 


Due to the bad economic situation over the last 2 years, Reagan was severely criti- 
cized by many economists. Economist Robert Samuelson said: "Reagonomics has gone 
to eternal sleep. The reason for its death is not failure but because it has never 
existe! at all."" Many economists believe that many contradictions are conceived 

in Reagan's economic policies. The deep economic crisis America is now experiencing 
is the result of the development of these contradictions. 


Confronted with severe criticism by the masses, Reagan and his economic policymakers 
cannot but face realities. 


Feldstein, chairman of the Council of Economic Advisers said: "The reason why 
large budget deficits have emerged in America is that our bases for economic 
prediction are often proved to be incorrect; another reason why deficits have 

emerged in America is that, as a country, we are not so well-off as we have imagined.” 


In a speech in January this year, Reagan himself admitted: "The covernment should 
mainly be responsible for the chaotic economic situation over the past years; now 
the government must understand this point and begin to make up for the losses.” 


In addition, Regan, the treasury secretary, and Stockman, OMB director, have 
stopped talking big. They are very careful and comparatively practical about 
what they say.

The hospitable director of the ‘Moskovskiy) 
sovkhoz-combine (Ruzhven Ganum) told us in detail about the sovkhoz labor successes and 
invited us to his place for dinner. He cordially treated us to fresh eastern tomatoes, 
cucumbers and mushrooms. The table talk was conducted in natural and friendlv surround- 
ings. We talked about friendship. 


In the (Amatis) shoe factorv in Armenia we not only examined this well-organized 
enterprise and became familiar with the work of the factory's workers but also sensed 
the friendly feelings of the Armenian people toward the Chinese people. The hospitable 
hosts manv times invited us to have more of the splendid Armenian wine. They said that 
it had been a long time since they had met Chinese comrades and that this meeting made 
them very happv. 

In Leningrad, in the Summer Garden, in the Peter I Summer Palace-Museum and in other 
places, visitors who, as soon as they learned that we were Chinese, immediately smiled 
at us sincerely and stretched out their hands in friendship. 


In the streets of Yerevan, when we asked directions, total strangers, as if they were 
d friends, escorted us to our hotel.

In 1956, on the wav to Eastern Europe, I stopped in Moscow and visited the All-Union 
Chamber of Commerce and Industrv.

Wherever we went in the Soviet Union we were often told that Soviet people highly 
regard Chinese goods.

Li Zhanyun, a 
lawbreaking businessman from Hong Kong and the prime culprit of the case, was sentenced 
to life imprisonment and deprivation of political rights for life in accordance with the 
law. 


Li Zhanyun had formed a partnership with several other people in Hong Kong to operate 

a small apparel plant. In July 1980 he left Hong Kong for Guangzhou and illegally 
established the "Guangzhou branch office of Hong Kong Minghui [2-94 2547] Trading 
Company" without approval from any department. His younger sister Li Yankuan, who had 
been released from labor reform and was temporarily staying in Guangzhou, was assigned 
as the financial head and full representative of the "company" and they started to carry 
out swindling activities. Li Zhanyun obtained money by fraud and used the money to 
procure commodities. He swiftly smuggled the commodities out of the country. 


On 20 April 1981, Li Zhanyun was arrested by the judicial department in accordance with 
the law and his accessories were also arrested one by one. 


The Guangzhou City Intermediate People's Court held that Li Zhanyun disregarded state 
law, bribed and corrupted cadres, swindled state plants out of a large amount of money, 
committed crimes of an especially serious nature and illegally procured and smuggled 
rabbit fur out of the country. He was sentenced to life imprisonment and deprivation of 
political rights for life in accordance with the law for his crimes of swindling, bribery 
and smuggling. His accessory Li Yankuan was sentenced to 10 years' imprisonment for 
committing the crimes of swindling and bribery; Huang Guochu was sentenced to 7 years' 
imprisonment for smuggling; and Lin Yangui was sentenced to 6 years' imprisonment for 
taking bribes. Li Anren committed the crime of dereliction of duty, but was given 
leniency from punishment.

Beijing and Tirana have however maintained diplomatic relations and continued to name 
ambassadors despite Tirana's repeated attacks against the post-Mao regime. 


By sending an economic delegation to Tirana, China apparently wants to sound out pros- 
pects for a resumption of bilateral economic ties, analysts said. 


In broader terms, the mission ties in with the realignment of Chinese foreign policy 
undertaken last year, which has already led to a resumption of dialogue with Moscow. 


China recently restated on several occasions its willingness to establish or resume ties 
with all countries and all workers' parties on the basis of peaceful coexistence. 


China had completely ignored Albania in the last few years even though the two countries 
had sealed an “eternal friendship" at the time of the Sino-Soviet rift in the 1960's. 


The Chinese press occasionally carries foreign press reports on dissensions within the 
Albanian regime both on domestic and foreign policy issues. 


As relations worsened between China and Albania in 1978, the latter had accused China 
of seeking to draw closer to the United States and follow a "superpower" policy. 


Feonomic ties therefore offer the best chances for a warmer contact in view of the close 
ties that had existed between the two countries in the 1960's and 1970's. 


In those days, China built about 30 major industrial and military projects in Albania. 
More than 500 Chinese technicians were in Albania and many Chinese students and 
researchers were attending Albanian higher learning institutions when the feud broke 
out in 1978,

The investigation groups are formed by people from the Ministry of Coal Industry, the 
Ministry of Communications, the Ministry of Railways, the Ministry of Labor and 
Personnel, the All-China Federation of Trade Unions, the Central Commission for 
Discipline Inspection of the Communist Party of China and the State Economic Commission, 
as well as those from the related local governments. 


The three groups are headed respectively by Yu Hongen, vice-minister of coal industry, 
Zi Gang, vice-minister of communications, and Geng Zhenlin, former vice-minister of 
railways. 


In line with the State Council decision, the State Economic Commission called members of 
the three groups to a meeting today. Yuan Baohua, vice-minister of the commission, 
transmitted to the participants opinions of leading members of the C.P.C. Central 
Committee and the State Council who stressed safety in industry and communications.

PLANS TO BUILD MORE NONFERROUS METALS PROJECTS

[Text] Beijing, April 10 (XINHUA) -- Twenty-three large and medium-sized non- 
ferrous metals projects are being built in China. The projects were outlined at 
a national work conference on nonferrous metals industry now in progress here. 
Of the 23 projects, 15 are scheduled for completion before the end of 1985 to 
raise the nation's annual output of ten nonferrous metals including copper, 
aluminium, lead and zinc by 34 percent over 1980, the meeting reported. 


Among the 15 projects are two copper ore separation plants, which will be able to 
process a daily average of 5,000 tons and 10,000 tons of ore, respectively, at 
the Dexing and Yongping copper mines in Jiangxi Province, a leading nonferrous 
metals producing base in China. 


The construction of other eight projects is expected to be completed during the 
Seventh Five-Year Plan period (1986-1990). 


China ranks first in the verified reserves of tungeten, tin, antimony, zinc, 
titanium, tantalum and rare earth metals. The meeting announced that China will 
attach as much importance to the development of nonferrous metals industry as to 
coal mining. Coal is the country's primary source of energy. 


During the Sixth Five-Year Plan period (1981-1985), China's total investment on 
building nonferrous metals projects will be 2.6 times that of the average for 
the previous five-year plan periods. Foreign investment will be used in the 
development program. 


In 1981 and 1982, the meeting reported, China completed the construction of 13 
large and medium-sized nonferrous metals projects including an electrolysis 
plant in Guizhou Province designed to produce 80,000 tons of aluminium a year. 
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STABLE CURRENCY WILL AID ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT

[Editorial: "Stable Currency Is an Important Condition for Economic Development"] 


[Text] Maintaining the basic stability of currency is an important condition for striv- 
ing to effect the fundamental turn for the better in financial and economic situation 
within the next 5 years. Historical experience teaches us that the greater extent the 
scale of construction is, the more we must persist in the principle of stabilizing the 
currency, otherwise it will bring about losses or undermine the national economy. 
During the difficult period of economic construction, confronted with the situation of 
commodity shortage and soaring prices, the people can correctly realize the danger of 
inflation but the importance of stabilizing the currency is usually ignored when the 
economic situation has taken a turn for the better and when it is necessary to acceler- 
ate the speed of construction. At present, when all trades and professions are striving 
for the grand objective of economic construction in our country, it is essential to 

put forward this issue again so as to arouse the attention of all fields. 


A few years ago, for various reasons, the money supply greatly exceeded the needs of 
commodity circulation and expansion, and the development of industrial and agricultural 
production. In the past 2 years after the principle of readjustment was further imple- 
mented by all localities, revenue and expenditure of finance and credit were basically 
balanced and the currency circulation situation in the markets took a favorable turn. 

In order to attain the strategic objective defined by the 12th CPC Congress, in the next 
few years when the state will still have certain financial difficulties, the demands of 
loans by various fields from the banks will continue to increase. Therefore, the 
problem of stabilizing the currency and also promoting the development of the economy 
calls for a conscientious study and an appropriate solution. 


In order to maintain the basic stability of currency, it is necessary to energetically 
develop the production of commodities. This is because the stability of currency is 
ensured by the marketable commodities. Only when industrial and agricultural production 
has developed and market commodities are abundant can the stability of currency have a 
solid base. Moreover, it is also necessary to appropriately concentrate funds to ensure 
the construction of major projects, such as energy resources, communications and so 

on. Only in this way can we speedily develop industrial and agricultural production, 
provide more commodities for state construction and city and town markets, and guarantee 
the stability of the currency. 


In stabilizing currency, it is also essential to control the scale of investment in 
capital construction. Since the founding of our country, the abnormal situation of 
overissuing currency occurred on several occasions in China. Besides political reasons, 
it was related to blindly expanding the scale of capital construction. On the one hand 
the excessive scale of capital construction will cause a shortage of material and on 
the other the abnormal situation of more investment may lead to more loans and an over- 
supply of money. At present, there are some localities and departments that have 
excessively expanded the scale of their capital construction. The State Council has 
decided to adopt strict and restrictive measures against such acts. As for the banks, 
they must strictly grant loans to act according to the relevant stipulations of the 
State Council. The scale of expanding capital construction should be suited to our 
national strength and we must be determined in adhering to this principle.

The funds needed for capital construction should be accumulated by the people of the 
whole country in increasing production, practicing economy, raising economic results and 
creating more wealth, and not by increasing the money supply. 


The payment of wages of enterprises and institutions of the collective and whole people 

is an important channel where the state puts currency into circulation. Therefore, while 
implementing the various kinds of economic responsibility systems, we must pay particu- 

lar attention in correctly handling the economic relations concerning the state, enter- 

prise and laborer, conscientiously carry out the state program on wage fund, rationally 

withdraw and grant premiums, and on the basis of raising the economic results and labor 

productivity, appropriately increase the personal income of workers and staff. Only in 

this way can the increasing purchasing power have a reliable material guarantee. In no 

case should the increase of consumer funds exceed the increase of labor productivity. 


The policy for currency is the core of various financial policies. If we break the 
credit plan of the state and overissue money, it may cause a short supply of commodities 
and instability in the market prices, which will affect the stability of the public and 
the development of production and construction. Therefore, party and government leaders 
and departments concerned at all levels should not neglect this issue at any time. It 
is more important for the People's Bank of China, which is an organ of the state for 
issuing currency, to initiativelyv coordinate with departments concerned in strengthening 
investigation, analyzing the regular changes of currency circulation, studying new con- 
ditions and problems, and timely adopting relevant measures from all aspects so as to 
maintain the basic stability of the currency and promote the development of the economy. 


JINGJI RIBAO ON BUILDING IN MOUNTAIN REGIONS

[Text] Speeding up economic construction in mountain regions is a pressing and major 

task in our present rural work. Grasping the work well to revive the economy in moun- 
tain regions as soon as possible is an ardent wish of the people there, and an urgent 

need for the realization of agricultural modernization. 


China's mountains, covering a very large area and having rich natural resources, can 
provide great potential and favorable conditions for peasants to become well-off at a 
quicker pace. Nevertheless, due to the influence of "leftist" mistakes in the past, 

the natural features of mountain regions and the interests of the people there were long 
vverlooked in our practical work. Consequently, our policies and regulations relating 
to mountain regions, due to failure to meet the requirements of natural and economic 
laws, could hardly help to arouse the people's enthusiasm and tap potential there, thus 
causing some mountain areas to be in a backward state for a long time. Therefore, we 
must further relax our policy and promote the economy in mountain regions as quickly 

1s possible in line with specific local conditions. 


In relaxing policy, we must make further efforts to reserve land to distribute to 
S| 


hill peasants to run by themselves. This is a major step at the present time to revive 
the economy in mountain regions. 
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Reserving hilly land tor distribution to hill peasants as private plots is an important 
policy initiated by the 3d Plenary Session of the llth CPC Central Committee in order 
to relax rural economic polices, readjust relations of production and reinvigorate 


the rural economy. This is abasic guarantee for them to promote their own private under- 
takings and get rich through labor. It is also a significant measure to arouse the 
enthusiasm of tens of thousands of people, speed up afforestation, promote 


diversification and help hill peasants get well-off at a quicker pace. This paper today 
published the experience gained in Longmen, Guangdong Province in "reserving and dis- 
tributing hilly land to hill people to develop small private farms," and some good 
practices in other places. All of this tells us: The initiative of the peasants can be 
quickly mobilixed as long as we really distribute land to them and give them a free hand 
in their own business. This is the way to open up a new situation in economic con- 
struction in mountain regions. 


From a long-term point of view, reserving a little more land for hill peasants and 
instituting the system of contracted responsibility in the production of forestry and 
livestock breeding will be beneficial to essentially curbing the destructive felling 
of trees, improving the conservation of water and soil and changing the face of 
mountain regions. The key to solving thoroughly the problem of destructive felling 
lies in arousing the hill peasants’ enthusiasm and relying on them to develop 
afforestation. To this end, we must arouse the consciousness of hundreds of thousands 
of hill peasants in forest production and conservation and help them become self- 
reliant in various fields as quickly as possible. 


Therefore, the system of contracted responsibilities with payment linked with output 
must be speedily pushed forward in varied forms in such undertakings as foresty, live- 
stock breeding, sideline production and fishery on barren hills and in desolate valleys. 
(his is another major measure to ensure the development of economic construction in 
mountain regions. However, due to the specific conditions in mountain areas, we must 
conclude contacts with hill peasants in a flexible way. For example, terms of a longer 
time might be offered in contracts for managing the production of perennial plants. 

fhe proportion of distribution must be rational the larger share of gains from repro- 


duction of trees must be given to hill peasants and profits from field crops in forests 
must all go to contractors. In Shanxi Province, a method has been adopted to 
encourage individual households or groups of households to contract for the management 


of mountain streams and brooks with all gains going to the contractors. This is a very 
good practice andworth popularizing. In short, our forest policy must be of help to 
building mountain regions and of benefit to those living there. This is the guideline 
in relaxing forest policy and a guarantee for making the economy boom in mountain 


revlions. 


Attention must also be paid to some other areas of work in building mountain areas. 

Relevant policies and principles must be worked out in line with local specific 
nditions in the minority nationality-inhabited mountain areas. Meanwhile, it is 

lecessary to readjust the forest structure, further adjust the purchase price of 


timber, solve the problem of food of hill peasants by properly ironing out the con- 

ion between tree planting and grain growing in mountain areas, lay more stress 

teveloping the breeding of grass-eating livestock, promote processing industry and 
ld handicraft, develop communications and transport, build small hydropower 


stations and imrpove the inter-flow of goods and supply. All these require us to con- 
t on-the-spot investigation, map out overall plans and take comprehensive measures 
t :rouse the initiative of the three sides -- the state, the col- 


‘tive and the individual -- to solve these problems with concerted efforts. 
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ANHUI CPC ISSUES WORK, LEADERSHIP REGULATIONS

[Text] The Anhui Provincial CPC Committee on 5 April formulated a 10-item regulation 
for improving leadership and work style. The regulation stipulates: 


To improve leadership and work style of the provincial CPC committee and to create a 
new situation in work in the province, the Standing Committee of the provincial CPC 
committee formulated the following 10-item regulation: 


1, Earnestly study and grasp Marxism, Leninism and Mao Zedong Thought. Promptly study 
the important documents and instructions of the CPC Central Committee and effectively 
implement them, in light of the actual conditions in Anhui Province, as soon as possible, 
Firmly keep in line with the party Central Committee politically. The provincial CPC 
committee should set up a center for the study of political theory, the principles and 
policies of the party Central Committee, and of modern science and technology, as well 
as management knowledge. 


2. Adhere to the ideological line of seeking truth from facts and constantly eliminate 
the pernicious leftist influences and other erroneous ideas. The provincial CPC 
committee should concentrate its energy on the study of practical problems. It should 
carefully study the new situation, sum up new experiences and solve the problems arising 
therefrom. Generally, every member of the provincial party committee should go down 

to the grassroots units for 2 to 3 months annually to investigate. 


3. Seriously carry out the party's principle of democratic centralism and strengthen 
party unity. The old comrades of the provincial party committee ~' uld support the new 
comrades, while the latter should show respect for the former. .hney should learn from, 
and help, each other, maintain unity and promote cooperation. Every 6 months the Stand- 
ing Committee of the provincial party committee should hold a meeting on democratic 
life. It should actively take part in the group activities of the party branches, 
earnestly make criticisms and self-criticisms and accept supervision from party members, 
cadres and the masses. 


4. Adhere to the division of work between party and government. The provincial 
party committee must lay stress on studying, deciding and inspecting major policies, 
principles and plans for socialist construction in the province. It must also lay 
stress on discussing and studying the thinking and education of cadres, party members 
and the masses, the appointment, removal and discipline of cadres, as well as the 
improvement and development of party organizations. To enable the government to work 
independently and efficiently, all documents decided by the government must be issued 
in the name of the government only and must neither be issued in the name of the pro- 
vincial party committee nor the provincial government. 


5. Uphold collective leadership and oppose arbitrary decisions by individuals. Major 
issues must be discussed at meetings of the Standing Committee of the provincial party 
committee, while routine work should be discussed at office meetings for secretaries of 
the provincial party committee. Standing Committee meetings and office meetings for 
secretaries must be held on a weekly basis. During party committee meetings, the 
principle of democratic centralism must be strictly adhered to in making decisions. 
The secretaries must show discretion in summing up the opinions of every participant 
and insure that all present at a meeting have a say. Collective leadership must be 
closely combined with individual responsibility. 
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6, The provincial party committee must establish a system for regularly analyzing 
the situation. In general, meetings must be held on a quarterly basis for responsible 
comrades of the various departments to analyze the situation on the province's 
political, economic and various other fronts in a systematic and well-prepared 
manner, and to study and resolve major issues, as well as to map out plans for the 
various tasks. 


7. Simplify meetings and cut down paper work. Only the responsible comrades in 
charge of specialized fields should attend specialized meetings of the provincial 
departments, which require attendance by the responsible comrades of the provincial 
party committee. It is no longer necessary to invite the secretaries to make speeches 
at such meetings, nor is it necessary to have all the Standing Committee members 

meet the participants. Only a summary of the minutes of meetings must be transmitted 
by the provincial party committee and speeches by leaders at meetings need geierally 
not be transmitted. The issuance of documents by the provincial party committee must 
be strictly kept inder control, and the number of documents issued must be reduced. 
Documents, which can be issued by subordinate departments, must not be issued in 

the name of the provincial party committee. 


8. Avoid giving publicity to individuals. Except for attending important festivals, 
meetings and foreign affairs activities, the leading cadres must not deliver reports. 
Within the party, all must be addressed vy the term comrade and not by their title. 
The opinions, speeches and reports of leading comrades must not be regarded as 
instructions. 


9. Leading cadres must be encouraged to write documents and speech summaries 
personally, instead of assigning all such tasks to their secretaries. Work reports 
and important documents requiring collective discussion by the Standing Committee 
may be drafted by the general office or by concerned departments. However, the 
Standing Committee must clearly set forth the main points and specific details 

in advance. 


10. Set strict demands on oneself, not seeking special privileges or personal gain. 
During inspection tours to grassroots units, leading comrades of the provincial 

party committee must not make a fanfare of send-offs or welcoming parties, must not 
accept gifts, including special and native products, and must not use public funds 

for feasts and gifts. They must also not pursue exceptionally good housing and trans- 
portation means. 


The regulation of the provincial party committee stipulates that the various party 
committees, broad masses of party members and cadres and the people in the province 
should see to it that the regulation is carried out.
